Theſe Men and their Follow- 
ers, with an Extraordinary Zeal againſt Popery (commenda- 
ble indeed if it had been ſeaſoned with Judgment and Diſ- 
cretion ) whilſt they avoided one extreme, ſeem to have 
run into the other, when they diſclaimed and juſtly deſtroyed 
Papal Tyranny, run themſelves Head-long into Popular Anar- 
chy, Broached and Preached Doctrines prejudicial and de- 


ſtructive to the Royal Prerogatives and Rights of Princes, 


Expoſed the Revenues, Buildings and Ornaments of the 
Church, as a Prey to the Outragious and Sacrilegious Mob, De- 
cryed, Defamed, and Aboliſhed the Primitive Apoſtolical 
Government of the Church by Biſhops, and the whole 
Sacred Hierarchy. | 

The Princes of Chriſtendom conſidering the Dangerous 
Conſequences of ſuch Principles and Practices, ſome to pre- 
ferve their Revenues and Honours, as thoſe called the Ec- 
cleſiaſtical Princes of Germæny, and the whole French Clergy 
entered into a Cloſer Communion with the See of Rome 
than ever before: And other Kings fearing that if Biſhops

This Paladius brought with him ma: Scorch Bi- 
ny Excellent Britains, who had been Educated at Rome, ſuch as St. Ninian, a ſhops Educated 
Noble Britain, of the Berenician Family, who labeurcd much in Converting and à Rome, 403. 
Reforming the South-Pifts, and was by their King made the nrit Biſhop of 
Whitehorn in Galway; St. Patrick, allo a North-Britain, came then from ay 
Converted many of the Scotch Highlanders and Iriſh to Chriſtianity, is reckoned 
the Tutelar Saint of the Iriſh Nation, and firſt Bilhop of Ardmagh ; St. Kentt- 


gern, or Mungo, the firſt Biſhop of Glaſcow, then alſo returned to his Native 


Country, as did St, Servan, with many others. 

About the middle alſo of this Age, Hengiſt and Horſus, with their Savon For- 
ces, Landing in Great- Britain, to aſſiſt the Britains againſt the Scots and Pics, 
after they had obtained ſeveral Victores over them, being invited with the 
Fertility of the Soil, took Poſſeſſion of the ſame, and being reinforced from 
their own Country, drove the Natives, and with them the Chriian Faith, into 
Wales, they themſelves being then barbarous Pagans ; and notwithſtanding ma- 
ny Victories obtained over them by the United Forces ot the Britains, Scots and 
Pics, yet they kept their Footing, and by degrees gaining all from the Britains, 
divided their Conqueſts into Seven Kingdoms, Anno 689, and then thoſe Saxon 
Princes ſtriving among themſelves for Soveraignity, ſtill gaining one upon ano- 
ther, till at laſt, in the Year $18, Egbert, King of the We#-Saxons, Reduced all 
the reſt to his Subjection, and cauſed the whole South ot the Iſland to be cal- 
led England. 

The Church of Britain then in the Sixth Century, was moſtly Confined to Converſion of 
Scoilan and Wales, the Saxon Princes continuing Heathens, till about the be. the — or 
ginning of the Seventh Age, Gregory, the Roman Pontiff, ſent over Auſtin the. 
Monk, and other Religious Perſons, who Preached the Goſpel to thoſe Saxon 
Kings, and proſpered fo well, that they ſoon Converted Eibelbert, King of 
Kent, to the Chriſtian Faith, and all the reſt of the Southern Saxons, gradually 
cauſing them to own the Pope's Supremacy, and receive the Roman Rites, which 
then began Magiſterially to be Impoſed upon other Churches. Auflin was Crea- 


ted Bithop ot Canterbury, with Subjection to the See of Rome. The Saxon 


Kings of Northumberland, and other Counties in the North of England, were 

Converted to the Faith by Preachers ſent from Scotland, and the Care of the 

Kings and Biſhops thereof, as was Oſwald King of Northumberland, by Donald 

of Scotland, who was not aſhamed to Explain to his People in the Saxoz Lan- 

guage, the Subſtance of what the Fcoreh Preachers delivered in the Iriſh Tongue; | 
The Danes were all Converted by Teachers from Scotland, in the Ninth and Of the Danes 
Tenth Age.

and Security chiefly conſiſt, They willingly alſo allowed a Primacy of Order, 

and Precedency of Place, to the Biſhop of Rome, as the Four firſt General Coun- 

cils, and others in the Primitive Times, hid determined for him, and all other 

state of ths Churches had deferred to him, becauſe he was Biſhop of the Imperial City;

they thought 1t then a Sin to queſtion their Power, to whom God had given 
Authority over all, they patiently ſubmitted to what Cenſures, or Puniſhments, 
= Princes inflicted upon chem, they did not then pretend the Pope's ſole Supre- 
macy over them, or their own Exemption from Secular Puniſhments. |

But he was a molt unfortunate Prince, and his Succeſ- 
ſors difowned his baſe Surrender of the Kingdom, vindicated their own Royal 
Prerogatives and Liberties, till at laſt, Henry the VIIIth, quite aboliſhed the 
Pope's Supremacy, declared himſelf Head of the Church, which his Succeſſors have 
hitherto juſtly maintained, deſtroyed all remains of Papal Tyranny andSuperſtition, 
by which GreateBritain is become abſolutely the freeſt Kingdom upon Earth, no 
more ſubjected to Foreign Tyranny and Papal Influence, no more drained 
yearly of vaſt Sums of Money for the purchaſe of Konifh Trumpery and Spiri- 
tu1l Prefermerts, but is now, as to its Independency, again Re-eitabiiſhed up- 
on its Primitive Foundation, 8 True Chriſtian Church, and well ordered Mo- 
narehy, in obedience to God, and their own Native Princes: In which God 
grant it may continue, notwithſtanding the reſtleſs Endeayours of PpiFs and 
Finateils, till time ſhall be no more.

Councils, and many others, gave their Conſent, 
and Suffrages, to the Condemnation of all the Hereſies and Schiſms, which 
wounded and rent the Unity of the Faith, and never ſwerved from the ir Deciſions; 
they Sealed and Received the Nicene Creed, and all other Sacred Conſtitutions 
agreeable to Holy Scripture, and thoſe Oecumenieal Councils. Their forward - 
neſs againſt the Arian Herely Athanaſius commendeth very much in his Second 
Apology to the Emperor Fobinian. The Biſhops of Caer/con, London, and Tork, 
'Subſcribed the Canons of the Council of Arles, in the Year, 314. 

In the very Height of Papal Tyranny, the Kings of England boldly refiſted 
their Uſurpations ; William the Conquerer, told Gregory the VIIth, That he 
neither had nor would owe Fealty to him, neither could he find that ever

Bat the Nature of this Diſcourſe, and the Expectation of our Reader requires, 
That we come toa more particular Narration of the Matter of Fact, and give him 
our Thoughts and Remarks upon the Ancient Government of the Scotch 
Church, which ſome Learned Men, both Natives and Foreigners, would main- 
tain to have been a diſtin& Model from Dioce/an Epiſcopacy, and to hive conſiſted 
in a Parity of Presbyters. This Notion has been greedily embraced by many of 
our Fellow · Subjects, tho? grounded upon the Teſtimony of no Ancient Appro- 
ved Writers, nor confirmed by any ſolid Arguments, or Reaſons, deduced from 
the Civil, or Sacred Conſtitution of Government in thole days. This ground- 
leſs Opinion has contributed much to that fatal Rent in the Britiſb Church near 
Two Hundred Years, to the great diſturbance, and almoſt ruin, of three Flon- 
riſning Kingdoms, the unexpreſſible prejudice to True Chriſtian Piety, Amity, 
and Peace amongſt our ſelves, as alſo to the great hinderatice of the Reformation 
in general, which would certainly bs more proſperous, and make greater Pro- 
greis 3 it all thoſe who retain the ſame Primitive Faith, would likewiſe em- 
brace the ſame Primitive Diſcipline, and the declared War againſt the Fapal Ty- 
rany, would be carried on with greater Succeſs, if with joint Forces under the 
Ancient Form of Apoſtolical Diſcipline, we ſhou'd attack the Impious and juſtly Ab- 
horred Innovations of Popery. EE 
But before Icome to give the Relation of the ſpecial Matter of Fact, I muſt 
here once for all beg leave to give a caution or two, as necefliry Preliminaries 
to what follows. 1. I would not be ſo underſtood to have any deſign to ad- 
vance or maintain any Propofition, diſhonourable to, or encroaching upon,

Revenge, and dear bought Victories ; the French by their benſions, and other 
Arts, ever finding a ſtrong Party in Scotland ready to comply with their Deſires, 
and to proſecute their Ends.

Ig thoſe Days the French Affairs were ſo much embarraſſed at home, by Civil 
Diſſentions, and the Englith Conqueſts, that even then the molt Famous Scotch 
Captains were employed in theirService,and upon any Interval of Peace at home, 
went over to France, and fought there. We nnd indeed that the Kings of 
France, at ſeveral Times, ſent over Auxiliary Forces into Scotland, not fo much 
to Aſſiſt and Defend them againſt their Enemies, as to divert the Englith that 
way, and hinder them from falling upon Fance with their whole Power, with 
which, in thoſe Days, they were able to make an entire Conquei# ot France; 
thoſe French Troops were ſent to engage the Scots more vigor ouſly to make 
their Inroads into England, and to commit the greater Havock there. But, if 
we may believe Bucha nan, the Behaviour of thoſe French-men was then ſo 
Imperious and Barbarous, theirRapines, Murders, and Afﬀronts, to notorious and tre- 
quent, even towards their Allies the Scotch, that tney found always à very cold 
Reception there, and were ſoon obliged to leave the Kingdom, the Scots {till 
ſuſpecting that they had ſome Arbitrary Deſigns upon the Independency and 
Liberty of their Kingdom. (4) And thus it happened in the Days ot Robert ;

To conclude this Head, There is no Nation under the Sun, with whom the 
' Scorch can agree ſo perfectly as with Exgland, they are People of the ſame Origi- 
nat, Language and Lineaments of Body, embrace the ſame Holy Reformed Religion, 
Laws and Cuſtoms, their Intereſts of Trade, and all other Givil Concerns are 
inſeparable, their cloſe Neighbourhood, their mutual Relation to one another, 
by Mixture of Blood, and Innumerable Intermarriages, their Engagement from 
Conſcience, and Honour, to defend the Proteſtant Religion, with many other 
Politick and Religious Reaſons, make the perpetual Preſervation and perfect 
Completion of their Late Happy Incorporating UNION abſolutely neceſſary.

with the grea:eft Proteſſors of Policy and Liberal Arts over a] Europe, and much 
honoured by ſuch ; he was called to Court by King Charles the Flt, and was or- 
dered to attend the tamou Dake ot Buckingham, the Intimate Favourite ot that 
King, in his uniuccetsful Expeditions to the Ifle of Rhee, and Siege ot Rochel ; 
foon after that ne was created B1ſh op of the Iſles in Scotland, and tome years 
atterwards removed to the See of R in Ireland; He waste Mom her of His Ma- 
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>ſties Moſt Honourable Privy Council in all his Three Kingdoms ; at his own 
79 * he built the Biſhops Palace at Rapho, the Statelieſt in the whole Kingdom, 

lanted many Churches, and ſettled many worthy Preachers in that part of the 
Kingdom!

When the Kings Intereſt was ruined, firſt by the barbarous, bloody, traiterous 
Iriſh, and then by thoſe who moſt wickedly uſurped the Government of the three 
Nations, and juſtly deftroyed the perfilicus Iriſh, Doctor Leſly was the only Bi- 
ſbop who remained in Ireland during the Ulurpation, and tho the Uſurpers had 
pull'd down the Church of Ireland, depoſed and baniſhed the Glergy; ſet up 
their own Fanatick, In lepenlent Gallimaufry forts ot Divine Worſhip, (if fo we 
may call Blaſphemy, Hereſy and Schiſm) and made it Capital either in Publick or 
Private to uſe the Divine Service of the Eſtabliſhed Church; yet the Extraordinary 
Merits of our Biſkop, bis Courtly Gentee] Behaviour, his Facetious Compleaſant 
Humour, and other rare Accompliſhments, procared him much reſpect from 
Henry Cromwell, then chief Governor, and the moſt Eminent of that Faction;

Founded a Famous Library, 
the beſt then in the Kingdom, tor Number and Choice of Books eſpecially 
French, Spaaiſh, and Jtalian, which Languages he Underſtood very well, as alſo 
the Latin Tongue to thar Perfection, that none of the Ancients Exceeded him in

Epiſcopacy, and Re eſtabliſh Presbytery in Scotland. It was a fatal Miſtake in the 
Biſhops ot Scotlend, not to have kept upacloler Correipoudency and Unity of 


Affection with the Engiiſh Bithops, who would then certainly have Eſpouſed 


their Caule more warmly, and prevented that fatal Rent in the Britzſh Church.

Knowledge is a Saving, Conſcientious, Sanctify d Knowledge, with ſincere and 
Inpartial Obedience to the whole Goſpel, without which a Worldly, Learned, 
Pragmatical, Spzculative Knowledge avails nothing. The Simple, Careleſs, At- 
tected Ignorance, the Implicit Faith, and Preſumptuous Pride of Fenaticts and 
Papiſts, are equally deteſtable to him. The Papiffs by Alledging that nothing 
is Lawful for a prirate Man, introduce a Tyr@nny into the Church; and the Fa- 
n4ticks Maintaining, That all things are Liwtal to them, bring in an Anarchy 
both into Church and State; And indeed it is much better ta have One Ty- 
rant than miny Thouſands. But that the King of all the Earth may ever De- 
tend and Secure the Britiſh Empire, both in its Eccleſiaſtical and Civil Eſtabliſn- 
ment from the Uſur pation, Tyranny, and Infection of either, ought to be 


the Uffanimous Hearty Prayer and Endeavour of Every Faithful Subject and
